UNLICENSED BUILDING 

It seems reasonable to assume that 
in a matter of months—or a year at the 
outside—building licensing will cease. 
That would be a fair construction to 
put upon the MOW’s decision to have 
a quarterly return of labour (expressed 
in operatives employed) and output 
(expressed in pounds sterling) obtained 
by the random sampling of 15,000 of 
the country’s 130,000 building and civil 
engineering firms. It is to replace the 
present quarterly return and will even- 
tually replace the monthly site return 
(Form C.P.S. 23) now in force, when 
licensing control is lifted. Once a year 
the whole industry—not just a sample 
—will be asked to make a return. The 
first forms will be despatched next 
week, and representatives of all sections 


of the industry have, apparently, been 
consulted on the questions they put. 
* 


Why, one might ask, replace one form 
by another? Not, apparently, in order 
to keep regional MOW staffs occupied, 
as unkind minds might think, but 
because the government cannot afford 
not to know what the country is spend- 
ing on capital investment and what the 
state of employment in the building 
industry is. The information asked for 
is divided into several sections: houses 
and flats (public, private and repairs); 
industrial work, commercial work, and 
other work (which will include hospi- 
tals and schools and nationalized 
industries). The interest to the architect 
lies, possibly, in the fact that from this 
breakdown it might be possible to dis- 
cover the annual value of the work 
which is being undertaken, or should 
be undertaken, by architects. 

* 


It is anybody’s guess, of course, what 
could happen if licensing controls were 
lifted. Presumably one could be certain 
that building costs would rise in the 
way customary whenever the builder is 
faced with the unfamiliar. What one 
wants, of course, is not more building, 
but less, so that builders don’t find it 
quite so easy to make money without 
trying. 


FLOORED 

For a brief moment ASTRAGAL was 
able to visit the carpet exhibition at the 
Tea Centre before it closed last week. 
It was, on the whole, competent but 
disappointing. Can it be that carpet 
designs, like wallpapers, are best 
thought of as ephemeral, fashionable 
articles until time has, by chance, made 
them valuable? The copies of tradi- 


tional designs were boring, the 
“modern” designs banal. Stripes, 
spots, vegetation and amorphous shapes 
now merely irritate. Can it be that a 
room’s fourth face must only rely on 
colour, or risk disrupting the whole 
interior design? 


ASKED TO COVENTRY 

The enterprising Coventry Society of 
Architects asked the modular co- 
ordination gang to Coventry last week 
to see their post-war work. Representa- 
tives of BSI, of BRS, the European 
Productivity Agency’s delegates to the- 
study conference on modular co- 
ordination, and members of the Modu- 
lar Society all attended. The visit was a 
great success. When the visitors were 
not occupied by eating they were being 
whisked round housing estates and over 
multi-storey schools, so there was little 
need for conversation. Language diffi- 
culties (there were 11 different nation- 
alities present) did not therefore arise. 
Modular co-ordination, for all except 
Mark Hartland Thomas, is a most 
difficult subject to discuss anyway, 
without having Tower of Babel effects 
added.

Peter Newnham, of the MOE, de- 
scribed the multi-storey, Bristol alumi- 
nium cum steel-frame construction 
being used by him for a secondary 
school design (in conjunction with the 
Coventry architects’ department). An 
interesting system, it is not, from a 
modular point of view, as yet entirely 
satisfactory. The high spot of the day 
was Coventry’s first comprehensive 
school at Broad Lane.

Goes Gothic 


Alterations have been carried out recently in Hawksmoor’s 
church, St, George’s, Bloomsbury. The picture on the 
left shows what the main altar looked like before the 
“improvers”” got at it, and changed it in the manner 
shown above. No one can object to alterations and modi- 
fications in our churches on principle. Indeed, by making 
alterations the Church of England has often given us some 
of our most picturesque architectural glories. But this 
has happened only when live architecture of one period 
has been grafted on the live architecture of the past. At 
St. George’s the broken bones of a dead style have been 
grafted on to a masterpiece. The inner history of this 
church is very odd; the reasons for re-orienting it so that 
the main altar was moved into a transept were probably 
more obvious to nineteenth-century ecclesiologists than 
they are to us. But if the altar needed a new communion 
rail, there were two ways of providing it which would not 
have given offence. The first (and cowardly) way would 
have been the finding—or copying—of an altar-rail of 
Hawksmoor’s period. The second way (which might have 
produced a masterpiece of live design) would have been 
the commissioning of a contemporary rail. As it is, the 
shade of Hawksmoor has been insulted by a piece of 
botched-up Gothic-revival-revival. (And those “ Gothic ” 
pews do not beautify the scene.) A more elaborate insult 
in the same church is illustrated on page 483.

Nevertheless, many visitors to the 
collage exhibition at the ICA, will 
probably feel inclined to say (as a 
change from “ Little Willy can paint 
better than that”) “Our Gran was a 
dabster at this.” But they will not be 
able to say as much as that until they 
have recovered from the display tech- 
nique, which shows strong evidence 
that the New Brutalists have been at 
work. The paste-ups are displayed on 
or behind sheets of square-grid rein- 
forcing, hung on what appears to be 
lavatory chain, and grounded in hollow 
breeze-blocks. This might sound a bit 
clever-clever, or an attempt to take the 
rise out of exhibitions generally, but 
it goes very well with the exhibits, 
which are a bit rough and rusty them- 
selves, and were (one darkly suspects) 
an attempt to take the rise out of the 
fine arts.

A CHIEF ARCHITECT’S RESIGNATION 


HE profession was surprised to learn last week that 
Donald Gibson, Coventry’s City Architect and Planning 
Officer, had accepted the post of County Architect for 
Nottinghamshire. As the Lord Mayor of Coventry has since 
written: “The name of Donald Gibson and Coventry are 
synonymous with the life of the city.”” The success achieved in 
the rebuilding and replanning of this blitzed city is due 
largely to Gibson. With a good team of architects and 
planners, and by his careful choice of private architects, he 
has set a standard of design in the schools, the housing and 
the city centre which leads the whole country and has inter- 
national fame. One might well ask what factor could persuade 
a man in such an eminent position, and in the full flood of his 
building programme, to leave office for the comparative 
obscurity—for him—of a county architect’s office. 
The reason is not to be found in promotion—the salary 
increase is trifling—nor in a desire for a quieter life (if, indeed, 
a county architect’s post is necessarily quieter, and Donald 
Gibson is only in his forties, and as active as ever). He left 
Coventry because his carefully considered proposals for the 
efficient organization of his department were rejected. His 
proposals were partly the result of the report by the Treasury’s 
O and M team on Coventry Corporation, commented on in 
the JourNAL of February 18. Part of the recommendations, 
in brief, were that four senior architectural posts should be 
created to handle housing, schools, other buildings and 
development work, each group leader being responsible to the 
relevant committee and thus freeing the city architect in part 
from endless committee work so that his undoubted skills as a 
planner and architect could be used to the full. Such a 
proposal for spreading responsibilities so that the abilities of - 
senior, highly skilled architects are fully utilised on creative 
work were proposed by the JouURNAL’s eminent team of guest 
editors (of whom Donald Gibson was one) in 1952. © 
Naturally four such senior posts deserve rather higher salaries 
than assistant architects. For men responsible for designing 
buildings in annual programmes measured in hundreds of 
thousands of pounds Gibson was apparently proposing a 
modest salary of about £1,300 a year. The corporation were 
prepared to offer only three-figure salaries—in other words, 
more responsibilities for little, if any, increase in remuneration. 
The corporation’s position is, of course, indefensible, and would 
appear to be a typical piece of political discrimination against 
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professional services. 


One can readily imagine the worthy 


socialist economic muddle-headedness from which it arises. 

Donald Gibson has taken the logical step. When, after every 
endeavour to show the value of his recommendations, his 
advice was rejected, he applied for another post. That might 
have been the end of the story if the architectural department, 
and others, had not written to the newspapers and to the 
Corporation in protest at the loss of this eminent local figure. 
As we go to press we learn that the Lord Mayor has asked 
Nottinghamshire to release Donald Gibson from his promise 
to take up the post of county architect, for apparently there is 
‘* nothing in the differences between Gibson and Council which 


could not be resolved by goodwill on both sides.” 


So the 


story may yet end happily, and in any event an example has 

een given to public architects everywhere of the deliberate 
sacrifice by a chief architect of a post in which he had devoted 
all his talents and energies for years in protest against abuse 


of the architect’s professional status. 


It is to be hoped that 


the sacrifice will not be necessary, or, if now unavoidable, will 


not have been made in vain.

Hunstanton: Is it 
“ Introspective’ ?.... 


Sir,—However “new” the “brutalism” of 
the Hunstanton School illustrated and com- 
mented upon in the JouRNAL of September 
16, 1954, the question which it invokes is, 
surely, an old one. It is an inward-looking, 
brooding kind of architecture, not merely 
“structurally honest” to a greater degree, 
but in an entirely different and unsparing 
way, deliberately discarding the honesty of 
the clock in favour of a brand more appro- 
priate to the psychiatrist’s couch. 

However, the question still arises whether 
artistic expression is merely a matter for this 
kind of introspection. It may be so, but to 


assume this may, on the other hand, be to 
court a disastrous critical fallacy. Perhaps 
then it is upon the resolution of this ques- 
tion, more than upon anything else, that 
the future of the New Brutalism depends.

...or ** Rooted in Facts ”’ 


Sir,—The very controversial nature of 
“The New Brutalism” can serve to 
crystalize our ideas and even influence our 
architectural thought to such an extent that 
we may find an answer to the moral, 
esthetic and spiritual needs of real archi- 
tecture. Congratulations, therefore, to the 
JOURNAL for its leader (September 16) and 
subsequent publication of letters. 

We can see in Hunstanton the combined 
order of the plan and new constructional 
methods with the plastic emotions of the 
infinite play of light and shade—of space 
itself. Architectural expression rooted in 
hard facts. This, surely, is a restatement 
and not a development. . 

Have we become stifled by our own style? 
That is the vital question! Are we now 
bound by the very conceptions that gave us 
freedom? Are these great truths which we 
proved, which were emphasized, even over- 
emphasized, and again stressed, to eliminate 
from our very being all pre-conceived, all 
dead concepts in architecture now tying us 
to the same endless repetition and contem- 
porary custom? 


Possibly, in the early struggles of our epoch, 
this machine-age attitude was necessary and a 
natural outcome of our development. Now 
we are free! We must progress and not be 
swept into the backwaters of contentment 
and restatement. 


Hunstanton is architecture. But architec- 
ture has a far greater purpose than just the 
creation of art—to make the world a better 
place for mankind to live, to work, to play 
and to think in. Even the spiritual elevation 
of “ homo sapiens.” (The social and psycho- 
logical effect of environment!) 

So the lesson we may learn is, not to let 
our philosophy become such an obsession, 
but only let it guide us to a greater under- 
standing of the responsibilities of true archi- 
tecture and the greater unity of scientific fact 


and art, function and inspiration as dedicated 
to the greater happiness of mankind.

Architecture Defined 


Sir,—Yet another definition of the archi- 
tect’s job!—“ Ensuring that the right design 
(on paper) can be built at the right time, 
at the right place, in the right way, at the 
right cost ” (AJ, October 7). It is all wrong, 
These qualities are obviously in themselves 
commendable and not at all simple to 
achieve, requiring as they do experience and 
a high degree of business competence. Even 
some students, for all their ignorance, are 
not altogether unaware that. these difficulties 
exist in the outside world of real architec- 
ture. But if, as we assume, the “ architect's 
job ” means the creation of architecture then 
this neat summary of Johnson Marshall's 
is at once incomplete, superficial and ulti- 
mately irrelevant. 

The architect’s approach to design has 
indeed not changed, in this or any other 
century. In fact, the urgency of the demands 
being made upon architects, the difficulties 
and complications of today’s changed con- 
ditions, mean that more than ever the archi- 
tect must remain true to his traditional 
vocation as an artist. As this is rendered 
more difficult by the committees and special- 
ists who have more limited aims, so he 
must fight harder. This can be faced by 
no one but the true architect—least of all 
by a “team,” and these difficulties are not 
to be overcome by exchanging his birthright 
as an artist for a secure place in a profession 
providing an “economic service” to a society 
that is being taught to regard its buildings 
as simple marketable commodities. 

The essence of good design arises from an 
urgent necessity of expressing some _ in- 
tensely personal formal statement, which the 
artist knows, a priori, to be right. And 
only this can be right. 

We cannot escape design. But the whole 
tone of this editorial suggests we should 
try to, by concentration on the infinite de- 
tails of technical and social progress. It 
reveals the same state of mind that received 
the Smithsons’ Hunstanton school so sus- 
piciously—the work of two architects who 
at any rate appear to know where they are 
going in spite of their inexperience of prac- 
tice. This suggested canned experience can 
do nothing to remedy the grave shortcomings 
of English architecture of today. The causes 
lie deeper and no patching up of deficiencies 
of this sort can help anybody except those 
who wish to turn the practice of architec- 
ture into nothing more than a racket. 

We suggest that when administrative dif- 
ficulties become so great that an architect's 
design time is seriously curtailed, an un- 
qualified administrative assistant should be 
employed. 

Post-war materialism has induced a fear 
and scepticism on the part of many archi- 
tects towards those basic civilizing attributes 
with which humanity has always sought to 
imbue its works. This fear is contained in 
every statement of the kind we read in this 
editorial, in every word of this insidious 
propaganda for a materialist cause whose 
outcome only insults those it seeks to serve.

SOHO 
A “Glass Age’? Scheme 


Soho has been replanned (writes a corres- 
pondent), in a scheme which uses a lot of 
glass, by Edward .D. Mills, G. A. Jellicoe 
and Ove Arup. This project, which is 
illustrated on page 483, includes glass- 
bottomed canals, glass-bottomed punts, glass- 
faced concrete and glass windows. In 
addition, Soho’s existing roads are roofed- 
in with glass. 

Some time ago Pilkington Brothers Ltd. 


asked the three consultants named above to | 


become a Glass-Age Development Com- 
mittee and to decide which area of London 
they would like to develop in the year 2,000 
A.D. After “ months of objective thinking ” 
the Committee produced its Soho scheme, 


and this was shown to the Press with the | 
assurance that “no claim is made that this | 


wholly imaginative scheme . . . should be 
adopted overnight. . . . It is purely to stimu- 
late thought, not only so far as Soho is con- 
cerned, but wherever people are thinking in 
terms of a better age—The Glass Age.” 

The Glass-Age Committee has preserved 
Soho as it is today in a glass, air-conditioned 
case (atomically controlled). Below it 


would be car parks: above it, 24-storey | 


flats (in six blocks) with water fences (or 
canals), restaurants, entertainment facilities, 
etc. The present population of five thousand 
people would be doubled or trebled. 
Although the plan “envisages no _ inter- 
ference with Golden Square,” no reason is 
given for this decision. Soho Square would 
also be preserved, and a new one would 
be created around St. Anne’s Church. 
The inhabitants of the top flats would have 
the novel experience of being immediately 
beneath helicopter garages. These garages 
can be seen in the drawing on page 483. 


They are not designed to accommodate the | 


overhead-rotor helicopters which are shown 
in the drawing. They are, in fact provided 


for jet-helicopters which will sidle into them, | 


according to Mr. Jellicoe, in the manner of 
humming birds. The flats beneath these 
garages “are intended primarily for people

BUILDINGS IN THE NEWS 


Houses at Ampthill, Bedford 

The photograph above shows the south facade of a pair of private houses at Ampthill, 
Bedfordshire, designed by Max Lock and Partners. Each house contains a large living- 
dining-room, working kitchen with larder and cupboards, three bedrooms each with 
built-in cupboards, bathroom and separate w.c. and fuel store. This pair has been 
treated as a prototype for local authority housing which will be built later. The houses 
are each of 904 sq. ft. and the final cost was £1,446 (32s. per ft. sq.). 


St. Matthew’s Church, St. Helens, Lancs. 
The parish church of St. Matthew’s, Thatto Heath, St. Helens, Lancashire, in the 


Diocese of Liverpool has recently been consecrated and was designed by $. M. Wilson and — 


Son. The photograph shows the choir, sanctuary and organ gallery. The 
coffered ceiling is decorated with 
armorial bearings in panels lined 
with woodwool slabs, plastered. 
There is seating for 400 people in 
the nave and Lady chapel. The 
church is of traditional construction, 
the walls are faced with golden 
brown rustic bricks and the roof 
covered with interlocking pantiles. 
Internally walls are plastered and 
painted cream and the king post 
roof trusses and boarding to the 
underside of the nave roof are painted 
blue. The cost was £29,088. 

The general contractor was R. S. 
Ellison.

The Thomas Linacre Secondary Technical School at Wigan, 
which is seen in the photographs above and below, was designed 
by Howard V. Lobb in collaboration with G. Grenfell Baines 
and Hargreaves. The consulting engineer was Felix #7. Samuely. 
This three-form entry school for 570 pupils was built in two 
years seven months at a cost of £202,000 (area per place, 97-72 
sq. ft., cost per place £354 7s. 9d., cost per sq. ft. £3 12s. 6d.). 
The accommodation is mainly for technical teaching, which is 
required by the large local engineering and electrical industries. 
It is hoped to illustrate the assembly hall and workshop roofs as 
Working Detail Sheets in later issues of the JOURNAL. The 
assembly hall roof is of shell-type concrete construction with 
the shape of the roof in four planes in differing inclines on the 
cross section. The workshop block has a roof designed as a 


space frame.

The LCC has said that it does not want Pad- | 
dington Borough Council to put up three | 
blocks of 15-storey flats because such a |

That was the phrase used by Harold Marn- 
ham, when he summed up the views of the | 


LCC at last week’s public inquiry instituted 
by the MOHLG. It would be disastrous, 
said Mr. Marnham, if anything was done 
at this stage to hinder the progress of new 
towns or to discourage the increasing stream 
of people who were going to them. 

Arthur Ling, the LCC’s senior planning 
officer, who also spoke during the inquiry, 
said he would like to see Paddington 
Borough Council building a neighbourhood 
in a new town. It was the wish of the 
LCC to build such a neighbourhood them- 
selves, so that they could say that they had 
made a direct contribution to the housing 


problem. The Paddington scheme, he said, | 


was regarded as a challenge to the popula- 
tion density proposals in the development 
plan and a threat to the whole policy of 
decentralization. If the Borough Council’s 
application were approved, it might be the 
forerunner of many others.

This open-air theatre, also designed by I. E. Saporta, and now under construction near 
Columbus, Georgia, uses the natural slope of the bank of Lake Robin with partial fill to 
provide the rake for a theatre seating 15,000 people. Off-shore will be a circular raft 


with Y-shaped changing rooms which act as a dividing screen between three sections of 


the floating stage. The raft acts, in fact, as a conventional revolving stage. The 


amphitheatre is to be used for church revivalist meetings, opera and rallies. There will 


be parking space for 6,000 cars.

MOHLG 
Exchanging Houses 


The Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment wants greater co-operation between 
private landlords and local authorities in 
helping tenants who wish to exchange 
houses. 

In a circular to local authorities in England 
and Wales, the Ministry says: “If the 
best use is to be made of existing accom- 
modation, exchanges must take place which 
involve the tenants of private landlords as 
well as council tenants.” “ There are still a 
few authorities,” it says, “who are reluc- 
tant to agree to exchanges, more especially 
when they involve families living outside 
their own area.” These should give con- 
sideration to the recommendation of the 
Housing Management Sub-committee of the 
Central Housing Advisory Committee “ that 
local authorities should reconsider any re- 
strictions they now impose upon exchanges, 
with a view to their removal.”

Wellington is a small town of about 11,500 inhabitants lying at the foot of the Wrekin Mountain, and 
roughly marking the division between the industrial spread of the Black Country, the Coalbrookdale iron 
district and the pastoral country of north Shropshire. The town lies on Watling Street and is 
virtually divided in two by the railway cutting of the old London-Holyhead line. At the end of the 
war the-Town Council found themselves left with the legacy of a rapidly-expanding town built on narrow 
mediaeval foundations and spoilt by the industrial activities of the last century. In 1946 the Council 
invited G. A. Jellicoe to prepare a new town plan, in the capacity of a private planning consultant. This 
plan is illustrated on page 495. The civic centre, seen in the model below, comprises public offices, library, 
assembly hall and police headquarters.

The scheme which is the subject of this 
article derives from a competition held 
in 1951 for the design of two-room flats. 
The winners of this competition were a 
group comprising the Town Planner 
Tage William-Olsson, his son the archi- 
tect Anders William-Olsson, Professor 
Hjalmar Granholm, and the civil 
engineer Harri Carlsson. But it was not 


till later that the ideas which won the 
competition were put into practice in this 
five-storey block of flats at Jarnbrott, 
in the south of Gothenburg, which were 
completed with the assistance of another 
architect, Lars Agren, earlier this year. 

The flats have been built by a private 
company and have been regarded from 
the start as “experimental ”—experi-

mental, both from the point of view of 
the local authorities, who have allowed 
extensive waivers of the bye laws, and 
from the point of view of the occupants, 
who—we may presume—have chosen to 
live in the block because of their willing- 
ness to play the part of guinea pigs. 

The basic idea of the prizewinners was 
that space within a flat becomes notably 
more valuable to the occupants if they 
have the power to order it acording to 
their needs; or to put it the other way 
round, that space standards can be 
lowered without lowering living stan- 
dards, provided they are accompanied 
by greater flexibility. 

This idea leads to a conception of a 
flat in which the kitchen and bathroom 
are predetermined, while the remaining 
space is left to the occupants to parcel 
up into living space and bedrooms 
according to their particular needs and 
wishes. Since, clearly, the disposa- 
bility of the floor in this manner is 
dependent on each room having a win- 
dow, it requires a long narrow plan 
with a wide frontage. At Jarnbrott, 
therefore, the internal width of the 
block is only about 23 ft. front to back. 
In all there are 20 flats. On average 
these are considerably larger than the 
two-room, 500 sq. ft. flats of the origi- 
nal competition, being planned in four 
different sizes: 900 sq. ft., 730 sq. ft., 
600 sq. ft. and 550 sq. ft. Five each 
of the two largest sizes are at the gable 
ends of the block, while eight flats of 
the 600 ft. size and two flats of the 
550 ft. size are placed in the centre, 
the diminished space for the latter 
being occasioned by a corridor which 
connects the two stairways on the 
fourth floor. 

The structure of the flats is in normal 
reinforced concrete frame, with in situ 
concrete slab floors. For the external 
walls vertical panels of lightweight con- 
crete (with rendering) alternate with 
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timber framed panel insets with timber 
cladding. The edges of the structural 
floor (which support these cladding 
insets) are faced with hardboard 
cover-strips. The windows are incor- 
porated in the timber panels, the 
square window type which is standard 
for the greater part of the accommoda- 
tion being provided with a special 
ventilation contrivance which aims at 
eliminating draughts (see Fig. 4). 

A circular concrete column runs up 
through the centre of each flat to give 
intermediate support in the form least 
compromising for the free disposal of 
space. The column runs straight up 
into the floor slab without any thicken- 
ing at the head, in a manner which is 
now common in Scandinavian prac- 


tice. But it will be noticed that the 
floor slab itself thickens in the area of 
the centreline of the block where the 
column meets it. Underfloor heating 
is provided by means of pipes bedded 
in sand. Lastly, following the usual 
Swedish precedent, there is a basement 
which is devoted to storage, cycles, 
a laundry room and a children’s play- 
room. 

Before passing to the question of how 
the movable partitions were con- 
structed it is interesting to see the use 
the tenants made of their liberties. 
This can be seen by an examination of 
the accompanying plans, which show 
not merely the room arrangements but 
the disposition of the occupants, show- 
ing where they all sleep and giving the

ages and sexes of the children. These 
plans are easily compared since, with 
the exception of the two centre flats 
on the fourth floor, each is similar in 
size, shape and the disposition of 
windows to all the flats in a corre- 
sponding position on the other floors. 

It will be seen at once that the flat 
plans vary quite surprisingly, for no 
two are substantially alike. This is, of 
course, a tribute to the ingenuity of the 
system, but it is perhaps worth point- 
ing out that it is also due to the innate 
Swedish unconventionality in interior 
arrangements. English insistence on a 
“hall” would have much reduced the 
scope of variation. 

What these plans do reveal is the un- 
doubted truth that the ordinary small 
family requires considerable modifica- 
tions in bedroom space as the children 
grow up. The plans show, of course, 
the original arrangements as worked 
out by the architects and the tenants: 
time alone can tell to what extent the 
families will choose to move their walls 
as their needs change.

a surprising strength, is classed as, 
“load-bearing” and is often used as 
the inner skin of external cavity walls. 
It also has a good “U” value (-37) 
which is of small significance here, and 
a good sound reduction factor (34 deci- 
bels) which is, of course, critical. 
These units are of four basic types: 
one incorporating a door, one incor- 


porating a cupboard door, a standard | 


wall unit (which is of the same dimen- 
sions as the cupboard unit and can, 
therefore, serve as the back wall to the 
cupboards), and a smaller wall “ infill- 
ing unit” to make up the difference 
between door and cupboard widths. 
These units all stand on a fillet (which 
becomes a threshold in the case of a 
door unit) which is screwed to the 
floor, and all are secured at the top to 
a ceiling fillet nailed to the concrete 
slab, the whole assembly being con- 
cealed by cover strips in the usual 
fashion. The units are joined together 
horizontally by grooved posts built out 


of two vertical sections bolted together | 


for ease of fixing. Strips of felt are 
inserted in all joins in the partition for 
sound proofing. The system which 
results is (as can be seen in the photo- 
graph in Fig. 9) remarkably elegant, 
giving a curious Louis Seize effect, 
which is accentuated by the grey 
colouring of the panels and the white 
of the woodwork. It is clearly not 
beyond the powers of the average 
householder to make his internal struc- 
tural alterations, nor is it beyond his 


power to make good the slight screw- |

flexes. Except in the bathrooms, the 
landings and the kitchens, there are no 
fixed lighting points. The occupants, 
therefore, are left to fix hooks in the 
ceiling wherever they want pendant 
lights and to loop flexes through them, 
leading from sockets on the outside 
walls.

Investigations of Single-stack Drainage for 
Multi-storey Flats. . F. E. Wise and J. 
Croft. (RSI Journal, Sept. 10, 1954). 

In spite of a-number of earlier papers on 
this subject, there seems to have been a 
marked disinclination to adopt the unvented 
single-stack system. This paper reports very 
fully on a careful investigation carried out 
by the BRS and the LCC in co-operation. 
It includes trials of a “ laboratory” nature 
but also practical trials in multi-storey flats 
under normal usage and should, therefore, go 
a long way to give confidence to those 
interested in taking up new ideas but hesitant 
about being “caught.” It appears that the 
system, if properly designed and installed, 
can show considerable savings in cost—as 
much as fifty per cent. below fully vented 
two-pipe systems and quite considerably below 
vented one-pipe systems. The authors claim 
not only that the system works safely but 
that in some respects, it is technically better. 

The paper is in three main sections: (1) 
Definition of the problems; (2) Field and 
laboratory investigations; (3) Application to 
design. The third section deals with costs, 
efficiency and then with useful and fairly 
detailed recommendations on design require- 
ments for avoidance of self-siphonage, 
induced-siphonage and back-pressure. 

A most valuable paper well worth reading 
and then filing for office reference. One 
wonders if all local authorities will accept 


its findings and allow architects to design 
accordingly.
